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PREFACE. 

— «-<<«:-<»»»—  ‘ 

H AVING  frequently  obferved 
fome  Long-Livers  particularly  no- 
.ticed  in  large  Works,  as  well  as 
many  Enquiries  and  Obfervations 
by  the  Learned,  relative  to  Longe- 
vity, in  various  Publications ; it  oc- 
curred to  me,  that  a Catalogue  of 
Perfons,  of  the  age  of  a Century 
and  upwards,  from  an  early  period 

to 
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to  the  prefent  time,  would  not  be 
unacceptable  ; efpecially  as  but  few 
Compilations  of  that  nature  have 
hitherto  appeared;  which,  notwith- 
ftanding  they  contained  very  mif-^ 
cellaneous  matter,  and  comprifed 
ages  fo  low  as  eighty  years,  were 
fought  after  with  avidity,  and’  are^ 
confequently,  now  become  fcarce. 

To  the  candour  of  the  Public, 
therefore,  I fubmit  this  Volume, 
containing  the  Names  of  1712  Per-r 
fons,  who  palfed  the  age  of  one  liun-r 
dred  years,  collefted,  partly,  from 
the  M.S.  of  a Gentleman  deceafed; 
and,  partly,  from  my  own  Re^ 

fearches ; 
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fearches ; in  which  the  Reader  will 
meet  with  many  curious  and  inte^ 
refting  Anecdotes  of  the  moft  re^ 
markable  Long-Livers,  which  have 
been  drawn  from  various  and  au^? 
thentic  fources. 
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X HE  varieties  of  climate,  and  modes  of 
living,  make  but  little  difference,  as  to  the 
period  of  our  exiftence,  it  being  nearly 
the  fame  with  the  European,  as  with  the 
Negro : it  will,  however,  be  feen,  by  the 
perufal  of  the  following  fheets,  that  the 
more  a man  follows  Nature,  and  is  obe- 
dient to  her  laws,  the  longer  he  will  live; 
and  that  the  further  he  deviates  from 
thefe,  the  fhorter  will  be  his  exigence. 

It  is  not  the  rich  and  great,  not  thofe 
who  depend  on  medicines,  who  become 
old;  but  fuch  as  ufe  much  exercife,  are 

expo  fed 
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expofed  to  the  freth  air,  and  whole  food 
is  plain  and  moderate,  as  farmers,  gar- 
* deners,  filhermen,  labourers,  foldiers,  &c.; 
and  fuch  men,  as  perhaps  never  employed 
their  thoughts  on  the  means  which  have 
been  ufed  to  promote  Longevity.  It  is 
amongll  thefe  people,  chiefly,  that  the 
mdfl:  aftonifliing  inftances  of  it  are  to  be 
obferved.  Sometimes,  in  thefe  fltuations, 
man  ftill  attains  to  the  amazing  age  of  one 
hundred  and  fifty  years,  and  upwards.  And 
here  I cannot  deny  myfelf  the  pleafure  of 
giving  a more  particular  account  of  fome  of 
Jhefe  infliances  j for,  in  cafes  of  this  ]cind, 
the  mofl:  trifling  circumflance  is  often  in-s 
terefting,  and  may  be  of  importance. 

The  Angular  cafe  of  Henry  Jenkins,  of 
Ellerton-upon-Swale,  Yorkfhire,  who  died 
in  the  year  1670,  at  the  very  advanced  age 
of  one  hundred  and  Jixty~nine  yearSy  as  re- 
corded in  the  Philofophical  I'ranfadiions, 
ought  to  be  more  generally  known  than  it 
is,  A few  year^  before  his  death,  he  ap- 
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peared  as  an  evidence  in  a caufe,  and  had  an 
oath  adminiflered  to  him,  which  is  proved 
by  an  entryjsft  the  King’s  Remembrancer- 
office  in  jiK  Exchequer;  the  truth  of  which 
cannot,  therefore,  be  controverted. 

Another  Engliffiman,  the  well-known 
Thomas  Parr,  of  Winnington,  Shropffiire, 
who  died  in  the  year  1635,  at  the  age  of 
one  hundred  and ffty -two  years y is  likewife 
recorded  in  the  Philofophical  T^ranf actions. 
His  death  is  a corroborating  circumftance, 
that  the  life  of  man,  by  attention  to  the 
laws  of  Nature,  might,  probably,  be  ex- 
tended to  the  term  of  two  hundred  years^ 
for,  on  his  body  being  opened  by  Dr. 
Harvey,  it  was  found  to  be  in  the  moft 
perfedt  ftate,  the  only  caufe  of  his  death 
being  a merc  plethora,  brought  on  by 
more  luxurious  living  in  London,  than  he 
had  been  accuftomed  to  in  his  native 
county,  where  his  food  was  very  plain  and 
homely;  hence  there  are  ftrong  grounds 
for  aflerting,  that  the  organization  and 
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vital  powers  of  many  men  are  capable 
of  fupporting  a duration  and  activity  of 
two  hundred  years. 

“ Nature  is  frugal,  and  her  wants  are  few/* 

There  are  alfo  many  other  hmilar  proofs 
in  this  Collection,  (as  may  be  feen  under 
the  refpeCtive  dates)  of  which  the  few  fol- 
lowing inftances  will  perhaps  fuffice  : 

Lywarch  Hen,  died  in  the  year  500, 
aged  1 50  years. 

Countefs  of  Defmondjin  1612,  aged  145, 

Thomas  Damme,  in  1648,  aged  1 54.

As  feveral  Authors  have,  in  fupport  of 
various  fyftems,  and  for  different  purpo- 
fes,  made  deductions  of  the  number  of 
men  living  at  different  ages  beyond  the 
common  period,  I have  fubjoined  two  of 
the  moft  remarkable,  and,  as  appeared  to 
me,  the  moft  correCt.

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The  following  ftatement  of  the  relative 
duration  of  human  exigence  is  taken  from 
Hufeland : i ..

Having  moft  fcrupuloufly  refufed  ad- 
mittance to  every  account,  of  the  authen- 
ticity of  which  I had  the  fmalleft  doubt; 
I have  not  included  the  following  very 
extraordinary  Charadter  in  my  Colledtion. 

How- 
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However,  as  it  is  derived  from  two  re- 
fpedtable  Authors,  I have,  from  the  fingu- 
larity  of  the  circumftance,  thought  it  ad- 
vifable  to  give  it  a place,  leaving  the  Reader 
to  form  his  own  opinion  refpedting  it. 

Maffeus,  a Portuguefe  Author,  who 
wrote  The  Hijlory  of  the  Indies,  which  has 
always  been  a model  of  veracity,  as  well 
as  elegant  compofition,  mentions  a man 
of  the  name  of  Numas  de  Cugna,  a na- 
tive of  Bengal,  who  died  in  the  year  1566, 
at  the  incredible  age  of  three  hundred  and 
feventy  years  : 

**  He  was  a perfon  of  great  fimplicity, 
**  and  quite  illiterate  j but  of  fo  extenfive 
**  a memory,  that  he  was  a kind  of  living 
chronicle,  relating,  diftindly  and  exadt- 
ly,  w'hat  had  happened  within  his  know- 
**  ledge  in  the  cornpafs  of  his  very  long 
**  life,  together  with  all  the  circumftances 
“ attending  it.  He  had  four  new  fets  of 
**  teeth ; and  the  colour  of  his  hair  and 
b **  beard 
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“ beard  had  been  very  frequently  changed 
**  from  black  to  grey,  and  from  grey  to 
“ black.  He  afferted,  that  in  the  courfe 
“ of  his  life  he  had  feven  hundred  wives, 
“ fome  of  whom  died,  and  the  others  he 
“ had  put  away.  The  lirft  century  of  his 
“ life  palTed  in  idolatry,  from  which  he 
“ was  converted  to  Mahometanifm,  which 
“ he  continued  to  profefs  to  his  death.”— 
This  account  is  alfo  confirmed  by  another 
Portuguefe  Author,  Ferdinand  Lopez  Caf- 
tegueda,  who  was  hiftoriographer  royal. 

The  man,  who  has  reached  the  farthefi: 
extent  of  mortal  exiftence,  may  be  confi- 
dered  as  a pattern  of  human  nature,  in  its 
utmofi:  perfediion,  and  as  an  inftance  of 
what  is  poflible  to  be  attained  under  favour- 
able circumfiances.  The  expedation  of  a 
long  life  may  be  founded  on  fuch  natural 
confequences  as  can  never  fail.  It  is  next 
to  impoffible,  that  he  who  leads  a regular 
and  fober  life  fhould  fall  fick,  or  die  a na- 
tural death  before  the  time  that  Nature  has 

pre- 
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prefcribed  ; for  diftempers  cannot  be  pro- 
duced without  a caufej  and  if  there.be  no 
bad  one  reigning,  there  can  be  no  fatal 
effed:,  or  violent  death.  Thus  a regular 
life  puts  at  a diftance  the  fad  hour  of 
death,  while  every  kind  of  excefs  has  a 
contrary  effed. 

From  country  villages,  and  not  from 
crouded  cities,  have  the  majority  of  the  in- 
ftances  of  Longevity  herein  recorded,  been 
chiefly  fupplied.  And  it  appears  from  the 
London  bills  of  mortality,  during  a period 
of  thirty  years,  viz.  from  the  year  1728 
to  1758,  that  the  fum  of  the  deaths 
amounted  to  750,322,  and  that,  in  all 
this  prodigious  number,  only  two  hun- 
dred and  forty-two  perfons  furvived  the 
hundredth  year  of  their  age  ! This  over- 
grown metropolis  is  computed,  by  Dr. 
Price,  to  contain  a ninth  part  of  the 
inhabitants  of  England,  and  to  confume 
annually  feven  thoufand  perfons,  who  re- 
move into  it  from  the  country  every  year, 
b 2 without 
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without  increafing  it.  He  moreover  ob- 
ferves,  that  the  number  of  inhabitants  in 
England  and  Wales  has  diminilhed,  about 
one  fourth  part,  lince  the  revolution,  and 
fo  rapidly  of  late,  that,  in  eleven  years, 
near  200,000  of  our  common  people  have 
been  lojft ! If  the  calculation  be  juft,  how- 
ever alarming  it  may  appear  in  a national 
view,  there  is  this  confolation,  when  con- 
lidered  in  a philofophical  light,  that  with- 
out partial  evil,  there  can  be  no  general 
good  j and  that,  what  a nation  lofes  in  the 
fcale  of  population  at  one  period,  it  gains 
at  another ; and  thus,  probably,  the  aver- 
age number  of  inhabitants,  on  the  furface 
of  the  globe  continues,  at  all  times,  nearly 
the  fame.  By  this  medium  the  world  is 
neither  overftocked  with  inhabitants,  nor 
kept  too  thin,  but  life  and  death  keep  a 
tolerably  equal  pace.  The  inhabitants  of 
this  ifland,  comparatively  fpeaking,  are  but 
as  the  duft  of  the  balance ; yet,  inftead  of 
being  diminifhed,  we  are  alTured  by  other 
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writers,  that  they  are,  of  late  years,  greatly 
increafed. 

I have  already  obferved,  that  frefli  air 
is  more  immediately  neceffary  to  life  than 
food ; for  a man  may  live  two  or  three 
days  without  the  latter,  but  not  many  mi- 
nutes without  the  former.  The  vivifying 
principle  contained  in  the  atmofphere,  fo 
elTential  to  the  fupport  of  flame,  as  well  as 
animal  life,  concerning  which  authors  have 
propofed  fo  many  conjedtures,  appears  now 
to  be  nothing  elfe  but  that  pure  dephlo- 
gifticated  fluid,  difcovered  by  that  inge- 
nious philofopher.  Dr.  Prieilley.  The 
common  atmofphere  may  well  be  fuppofed 
to  be  more  or  lefs  healthy,  in  proportion 
as  it  abounds  with  this  animating  principle. 

- As  this  exhales,  in  copious  flreams,  from 
the  green  leaves  of  all  kinds  of  vegetables, 
even  from  thofe  of  the  mofl;  poifonous 
kind,  may  we  not,  in  fome  meafure,  ac- 
count why  inftances  of  Longevity  are  fo 
much  more  frequent  in  the  country  than 

in 
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in  great  cities,  where  the  air,  inftead  of 
partaking  of  this  falutary  impregnation, 
is  daily  contaminated  with  noxious  animal 
effluvia,  and  phlogifton  ? 

With  refpedt  to  climate,  various  obfer- 
vations  confpire  to  prove,  that  thofe  re- 
gions, which  lie  within  the  temperate 
zones,  are  heft  calculated  to  promote  long 
life.  Hence,  perhaps,  may  be  explained, 
why  Iflands  in  general  are  more  falutary 
than  Continents  : and,  it  is  a pleafing  cir- 
cumflance,  that  our  own  Ifland  appears, 
from  the  following  fheets,  (notwithfland- 
ing  the  fudden  viciflitudes  to  which  it  is 
liable)  to  contain  far  more  inftances  of 
Longevity  than  could  well  be  imagined. 
The  ingenious  Mr.  Whitehurst,  in  his 
E,nquiry  into  the  Original  State  and  Forma- 
tion of  the  Farth,  aflures  us,  from  certain 
fails,  that  Englifhmen  are,  in  general, 
longer  lived  than  North  Americans;  and 
that  a Britifh  conftitution  will  laft  longer, 
even  in  that  climate,  than  a native  one. 

But 
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But  it  muft  be  allowed,  in  general,  that 
the  human  conftitution  is  adapted  to  the 
peculiar  ftate  and  temperature  of  each  re- 
fped:ive  climate ; fo  that  no  part  of  the  ha- 
bitable globe  can  be  pronounced  too  hot,  or 
too  cold,  for  its  natural  inhabitants.  Yet, 
in  order  to  promote  a friendly  intercourfe 
between  the  moft  remote  regions,  the  Au- 
thor of  Nature  has  wifely  enabled  the  in- 
habitants to  endure  great  and  furprihng 
changes  of  temperature  with  impunity. 

From  the  light  which  hiftory  affords  us, 
as  well  as  from  many  inftances  in  the  fol- 
lowing Collection,  there  is  much  reafon  to 
believe,  that  Longevity  is,  in  a great  mea- 
fure,  hereditary;  and  that  healthy,  long- 
lived  parents  would  commonly  tranfmit  the 
fame  bleffings  to  their  children,  were  it 
not  for  the  frequent  irregularities  in  meat, 
drink,  and  exercife,  which  fo  evidently 
tend  to  the  abbreviation  of  human  life. 

Whence  is  it, ‘but  from  thefe  caufes,  and 
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the  unnatural  modes  of  living,  that,  of  all 
the  children  which  are  born  in  the  capital 
cities  of  Europe,  nearly  one^-half  die  in 
early  infancy  ? To  what  elfe  can  we  aU 
tribute  this  extraordinary  mortality  ? Such 
an  amazing  proportion  of  premature  deaths 
is  a circumftance  unheard  of  among  favage 
nations,  or  among  the  young  of  other  ani- 
mal^ ! In  theearlieft  ages  of  the  world,  we 
are  informed,  that  human  life  was  pro- 
traded  to  a very  extraordinary  length; 
yet  how  few  perfons,  in  thefe  latter  times, 
arrive  at  that  period  which  nature  feems  to 
have  defigned ! Man  is,  by  nature,  a field- 
animal,  and  feems  deftined  to  rife  with  the 
fun,  and  to  fpend  a large  portion  of  his 
time  in  the  open  air,  to  inure  his  body  to 
robuft  exercifes,  and  the  inclemency  of  the 
feafons,  and  to  make  a plain  homely  repaft, 
only  when  hunger  didates.  But  Art  has 
lludioufly  defeated  the  kind  intentions  of 
Nature;  and  by  enflaving  him  to  all  the 
blandilhments  of  fenfe,  has  left  him,  alas ! 
an  eafy  vidim  to  folly  and  caprice!  To 
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enumerate  the  various  abufes,  which  take 
place  from  the  earlieft  infancy,  and  which 
are  continued  through  the  fucceeding  ftages 
of  modifh  life,  would  exceed  my  limits. 
Suffice  it  to  obferve,  that  they  prevail 
more  particularly  among  people*  who  are 
the  moft  highly  polifhed  and  refined,—— 
To  compare  their  artificial  mode  of  life 
with  that  of  nature,  or  even  with  the  Long- 
Livers  in  this  Work,  would,  probably,  af- 
ford a very  ftriking  contrail ; and,  at  the 
fame  time,  fupply  an  additional  reafon, 
why,  in  very  large  cities,  inllances  of  Lon- 
gevity are  fo  very  rare.  Of  late  years,  the 
increafing  luxury  and  diffipation  of  the 
age,  no  longer  confined  to  the  metropolis, 
have  fpread  their  contagion  far  and  wide 
into  the  country,  fo  as  to  afford  the  fage 
Divine,  and  fpeculative  Moralift,  a more 
melancholy  profped:  of  the  apparent  dege- 
neracy of  the  human  race,  than  perhaps 
was  ever  before  exhibited  1 

It  is  worthy  of  remark,  that  the  greater 
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part  of  mankind,  who  have  become  very 
old,  were  married  more  than  once,  and 
generally  at  a very  late  period  of  life.  There 
is  fcarce  an  inftance  of  a batchelor  having 
attained  to  a great  age.  This  obfervation 
is  as  applicable  to  the  female,  as  to  the 
male  fex. 

In  the  firft  half  of  man’s  age,  an  adtive, 
even  a fatiguing  life,  is  conducive  to  Lon- 
gevity i but  in  the  lafl  half,  a life  that  is 
peaceful  and  uniform.  No  inftance  can 
be  found  of  an  idler  having  attained  to  a 
remarkably  great  age. 

Buffon  obferves,  **  the  duration  of  life 
may,  in  fome  meafure,  be  computed  by 
the  time  occupied  in  growth.  A plant 
or  an  animal  that  acquires  maturity  in  a 
Jfhort  time,  perifties  much  fooner  than 
thofe  which  are  longer  in  arriving  at  that 
period. 

**  Every  objedl  in  nature  muft  change 
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and  decay.  No  fooner  do  the  bodies  of  men 
arrive  at  full  maturity,  than  they  inftantly 
begin  to  decline.  The  wafte  is  at  firft  in- 
fenlible;  feveral  years  frequently  revolve 
before  we  perceive  any  conliderable  alte- 
ration. - 

If  the  conftitution  be  found,  life  may, 
doubtlefs,  be  prolonged  for  many  years,  by 
moderating  the  paffions,  and  by  temper- 
ance. If  it  fhould  be  alked,  why  the  firfl 
races  of  men,  as  recorded  in  the  Holy  Scrip- 
tures, lived  upwards  of  nine  hundred  years  ? 
perhaps  a fatisfadtory  anfwer  may  be  given. 
The  productions  of  the  earth  were  then  of 
a different  nature.  The  furface  of  the 
globe  was,  in  the  firft  ages  of  the  world, 
lefs  folid  and  compaCt.  The  period  of 
man’s  exiftence,  therefore,  may  have  gra- 
dually diminifhed,  in  proportion  as  the 
furface  of  the  earth  acquired  more  folidity 
by  the  conftant  adtion  of  gravity.  It  is 
probable,  that  the  period  from  the  Crea- 
tion, to  the  days  of  David,  was  fufficient 
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to  give  the  earth  all  the  denfity  it  was  ca- 
pable of  receiving  from  the  influence  of 
gravitation;  and,  confequently,  that  the 
furface  of  the  earth  has  ever  lince  remained 
in  the  fame  ftate,  and  that  the  terms  of 
growth  in  the  productions  of  the  earth,  as 
well  as  the  duration  of  life,  have  been  in- 
variably fixed  from  that  period. 

Death  is  common  to  vegetables,  as 
well  as  animals.  An  oak  only  perilhes,  be- 
caufe  the  oldefl:  parts  of  the  wood,  which  are 
in  the  centre,  become  fo  hard  and  compaCt, 
that  they  can  receive  no  further  nourilli- 
ment.  The  moifliure  they  contain  being 
deprived  of  circulation,  and  not  replaced 
by  frefli  fap,  ferments,  corrupts,  and  gra- 
dually reduces  the  fibres  of  the  wood  into 
powder.  - • 

“ Thus  it  is  with  old  men,  who  are 
fubjeCt  to  natural  infirmities  that  originate 
folely  from  the  decay  of  the  different  parts 
of  the  body.  The  head  fhakes,  the  hands  ' 
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tremble,  the  legs  totter,  the  fenfibility  of 
the  nerves  decreafes,  and  every  fenfe  is 
blunted.  At  about  the  age  of  feventy 
years,  decrepitude  commences,  and  conti- 
nues to  augment,  till  eighty  or  ninety, 
when  death  commonly  puts  a period  to  the 
exigence  of  thofe  few,  who  have  been  fo 
fortunate  as  to  wade  through  fuch  length 
of  life,  without  being  taken  off  its  flage 
'by  the  innumerable  hoft  of  difeafes,  and 
cafual  accidents,  to  which  the  human  frame 
is  fubjedl ; and  which  openly  and  fecretly 
prey  upon  our  lives.” 

“ That  fo  complicated  a machine,  as  the 
human  body,”  fays  our  worthy  country- 
man, Fothergill,  “ fo  delicate  in  its  texture, 
and  fo  exquifitely  formed  in  all  its  parts, 
I'hould  continue,  for  fo  many  years,  to  per- 
form its  various  functions,  even  under  the 
mod:  prudent  conduft,  is  not  a little  fur- 
priling : but  that  it  fliould  ever  hold  out 
to  any  advanced  period,  under  all  the  rude 
(hocks  it  fo  often  meets  with  from  riot  and 
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intemperance,  which  lay  it  open  to  all  the 
various  “ ills  that  fleih  is  heir  to,”  is  ftill 
more  truly  miraculous!  But  here,  per^- 
haps,  it  may  be  obferved,  that  all  the 
Long-Livers  did  not  purfue  one  uniform, 
regular  courfe  of  life,  iince,  it  will  be 
feen,  that  a few  of  the  moft  noted  ones 
were  fometimes  guilty  of  great  deviations 
from  ftridt  temperance  and  regularity.  Let 
not  this,  however,  encourage  the  giddy 
libertines  of  the  prefent  age,  to  hope  to 
render  their  continued  fcenes  of  intem- 
perance and  debauchery  compatible  with 
Health  and  Longevity.  The  duties  and 
occupations  of  life  will  not,  indeed,  per- 
mit the  generality  of  mankind  to  live  by 
rule,  and  fubjed:  themfelves  to  a precife 
regimen.  Fortunately,  this  is  not  necef- 
fary;  for  the  divine  Architect  has,  with 
infinite  wifdom,  rendered  the  human  frame 
fo  dudile,  as  to  admit  of  a very  confider- 
able  latitude  of  health-,  yet  this  has  its 
bounds,  which  none  can.  long  tranfgrefs 
with  impunity.  For  if  Old  Parr,  not- 
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withftanding  fome  exceffes  and  irregulari- 
ties, arrived  at  fo  aftonifhing  an  age,  yet 
we  have  reafon  to  fuppofe  that  thefe  were 
far  from  being  habitual;  and  may  alfo  con- 
clude, that  had  it  not  been  for  thefe  abufes, 
his  life  might  have  been  ftill  confiderably 
protradied, 

“ On  the  whole,  though  fome  few  excep- 
tions may  occur  to  what  has  been  already 
advanced,  yet  it  will  be  found,  in  general, 
that  all  extremes  are  unfriendly  to  Health 
and  Longevity.  Exceffive  heat  enervates 
the  body;  extreme  cold  renders  it  torpid: 
lloth  and  inactivity  clog  the  neceifary  move- 
ments of  the  machine ; inceifant  labour 
foon  wears  it  out.  On  the  other  hand,  a 
temperate  climate,  moderate  exercife,  pure 
country  air,  and  ftriCt  temperance,  together 
with  a prudent  regulation  of  the  paffions, 
will  prove  the  moil  efficacious  means  of 
protracting  life  to  its  utmoft  limits.  Now 
if  any  of  thefe  require  more  peculiar  atten- 
tion than  the  reft,  it  is,  undoubtedly,  the 
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laft : for  the  focial  paffions,  like  gentle 
gales,  fan  the  brittle  veflel  calmly  along 
the  ocean  of  life,  while,  on  the  other  hand, 
rough,  turbulent  ones  dalh  it  upon  rocks 
and  quickfands.  Hence,  perhaps,  it  may 
be  explained,  why  the  cultivation  of  phi- 
lofophy,  mufic,  and  the  fine  arts,  all  which 
manifeftly  tend  to  humanize  the  foul,  and 
to  calm  the  rougher  paffions,  are  fo  highly 
conducive  to  Longevity.  And,  finally, 
why  there  is  no  fure  method  of  fecuring 
that  habitual  calmnefs  and  ferenityof  mind, 
which  confiiitute  true  happinefs,  and  which 
are,  at  the  fame  time,  fo  efiential  to  health 
and  long  life,  without  virtue.”

At  the  age  of  fixteen  years,  he 
became  a ftrifl  obferver  of  the  rules'  of  Pytha- 
goras, renouncing  wine,  women,  and  all  forts  of 
flefh ; not  -wearing  flioes,  letting  his  hair  grow, 
and' wearing  nothing  but  linen.  He  foon  after 
fet  up  for  a reformer  of  mankind,  and  chofe  for  his 
B habi- 
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habitation  the  temple  of  ^fculapius,  where  he 
is  faid  to  have  performed  many  miraculous  cures. 
Philoftratus  has  written  the  Life  of  Apollonius, 
in  which  there  are  numberlefs  fabulous  ftories 
recounted  of  him.  We  are  told  that  he  went 
five  years  without  fpeaking,  and  yet,  during  this 
time,  that  he  flopped  many  feditions  in  Cilicia 
and  Pamphylia:  that  he  travelled,  and  fet  up  for 
a legiflator;  and  that  he  gave  out  that  he  under- 
flood  all  languages,  without  having  ever  learned 
them ; that  he  could  tell  the  thoughts  of  men, 
and  underflood  the  oracles,  which  birds  gave  by 
their  finging.  The  heathens  were  fond  of  oppo- 
fing  the  pretended  miracles  of  this  man  to  thofe 
of  our  Saviour:  and  by  a treatife  which  Eufebius 
wrote  againfl  one  Hierocles,  we  find,  that  the 
drift  of  the  latter,  in  the  treatife  which  Eufe- 
bius refutes,  had  been  to  draw  a parallel  betwixt 
jefus  Chrifl  and  Apollonius,  in  which  he  gives 
the  preference  to  this  philofopher. 

356. 

A/.  Anthony  the  Great-^\o^, 

Of  the  village  of  Coma,  in  Egypt.  * He  was 
inftitutor  of  the  monaflic  life.  Having  heard 
thefe  words  of  the  “ Gofpel,  Yet  lackeft  thou 
“ one  thing,  fell  all  that  thou  haft,  and  diftri- 
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“ bute  unto,  the  "poor,  and  thou  £halt  have 

treafure  in  Heaven,”  he  refolved  to  retire  from 
the  world.  He  fold  his  goods,  diftributed  the 
money  to  the  poor,  and  buried  himfelf  in  foli- 
tude.  His  fame  attrafled  fuch  a number  of 
difciples  that  he  was  obliged  to  caufe  feveral 
monafteries  to  be  built  in  the  defart.  His  body 
remained  hidden  two  centuries,  from  the  fidelity 
of  two  of  his  difciples,  whom  he  had  requefted 
to  inter  him  fecretly.

St,  Coemgene— ^120,

At  the  age  of  ninety-five,  this  extraordinary 
perfon  wrote  a treatife  on  the  Birth  and  Death

Count efs  of  De/mond^—ir^^, 

Of  Ireland.  She  was  married  in  the  reign 
of  King  Edward  IV.,  was  in  England  the  fame 
reign,  and  danced  with  the  Duke  of  York,  the 
King’s  brother.  Upon  the  ruin  of  the  houfe  of 
Defmond,  (he  was  obliged,  at  the  great  age  of  one 

hundred 
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hundred  and  forty,  to  travel  from  Briftol  to 
London,  to  folicit  relief  from  the  Court,  being 
reduced  to  poverty.  Lord  Bacon  fays,  (he  re- 
newed her  teeth  twice  or  thrice.  This  remark- 
able lady  was  a fubjefl  for  the  pens  of  a va- 
riety of  authors.  She  retained  her  vigour  to 
the  laft. 

In  the  reign  of  King  James  L,  (about  this 
period}  a morris-dance  was  exhibited  in  Here- 
fordfhire,  confiding  of  twelve  perfons,  whofe 
age  each,  on  an  average,  ^mounted  to  one  hun- 
dred years.

'Thomas  Parr— -i ^2, 

Of  Winnington,  Shropfhire,  a poor  coun- 
tryman. At  the  age  of  eighty-eight,  he  married 
his  firft  wife,  by  whom  he  had  two  children,  who 
died  young.  At  the  age  of  one  hundred  and 
two,  he  fell  in  love  with  Catharine  Milton, 
whom  he  got  with  child,  and  for  which  he  did 
penance  in  the  church.  At  the  age  of  one  hun- 
dred and  twenty,  he  married  a widow  woman; 
and  at  the  very  advanced  age  of  one  hundred 
and  thirty,  he  was  able  to  do  any  hulbandry 
work,  even  the  threfliing  of  corn.  He  frequently 
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eat  by  night,  as  well  as  by  day;  was  contented 
with  fldtnmed  cheefe,  milk,  coarfe  bread,  fmall 
beer,  and  wbey ; and,  what  is  remarkable,  he  eat 
at  midnight,  a little  before  he  died.  He  had  feen 
ten  kings  and  queens  of  England.  A few  years 
before  his  death,  he  was  brought  to  London  by 
Thomas,  E^l  of  Arundell,  who  prefented  him 
to  King  Charles  I.;  and  about  that  time  the 
Countefs  of  Arundell  prefented  a midwife  to 
the  queen,  who  was  one  hundred  and  twenty- 
three  years  old,  and  who  exercifed  her  profeflion 
but  two  years  before.  Parr  was  now  a do^ 
meftic  in  the  family  of  the  Earl  of  Arundell, 
fed  high,  and  drank  plentifully  of  the  befl;  wines, 
by  which,  after  a conftant,  plain,  and  homely  diet, 
the  natural  fun&ions  of  the  parts  of  his  body 
were  overcharged,  his  lungs  obftrubled,  and 
the  habit  of  the  whole  body  quite  difordered ; 
in  confequence,  there  could  not  but  fpeedily 
enfue  a diffolution.  If  he  had  not  changed  his 
diet,  he  might  poflibly  have  lived  many  years 
longer.  His  body  being  opened  after  death, 
it  was  found  to  be  very  flelhy;  his  heart  was 
thick  and  fat;  his  vifcera  very  found  and  ftrong, 
efpecially  the  llomach;  his  kidneys  were  co- 
vered with  fat,  and  pretty  found,  as  were  a)fo 
the  feveral  members  of  his  body.

Of  Leighton,  near  Minfliul,  in  the  palati- 
nate of  Chefter,  as  may  be  feen  by  his  grave- 
ftone,  on  which  his  age  is  cut  (to  prevent  mif- 
takes)  in  words  at  length.

He  was  fon,  brother,  and  uncle  to  the  Earl  of 
Huntingdon,  and  was  an  original  charafler.  In 
the  year  1638,  he  refided  at  Woodlands,  in  the 
county  of  Dorfet.  The  manfion-houfe  ftood 
in  the  middle  of  the  park  furrounded  with  deer, 
filh-ponds,  and  plenty  of  hares  and  rabbits. 
Mr.  H.  kept  all  forts  of  hounds  for  buck,  fox, 
otter,  hare,  and  badger;  long  and  Ihort-winged 
hawks.  The  great  hall  was  filled  with  all  kinds 
of  dogs  and  cats  in  great  plenty ; game-keepers’ 
and  hunters’  poles;  with  a vaft  number  of  hawks, 
perchers,  terriers,  hounds,  fpaniels,  and  mar- 
row-bones. The  walls  of  the  houfe  were  co- 
vered with  the  Ikins  of  foxes  and  polecats.  The 
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great  parlour  windows  were  filled  with  crofs- 
bows,  ftone-bows,  and  arrows.  His  old  green 
hats  were  full  of  pheafants’  eggs,  and  litters  of 
young  cats.  T ables,  dice,  cards,  and  books 
were  hot  wanting.  The  pulpit  in  the  chapel 
was  well  ftored  with  gammons  of  bacon,  roaft 
beef,  venifon-pafties,  and  large  apple-pies. 
His  cellar,  in  which  was  plenty  of  excellent 
ftrong  beer,  was  always  open  to  his  neighbours. 
He  dived  into  the  fecrets  of  a great  majority  of 
the  maids,  wives,  and  widows  in  his  neighbour- 
hood. His  pulpit  door  was  always  open,  which 
made  him  much  carelfed.  He  was  very  tem- 
perate at  meals,  when  he  only  drank  one  pint  of 
fmall  beer  ftirred  with  rofemary,  and  one  or  two 
glafles  of  wine  with  fyrup  of  gilliflowers.  His 
drefs  was  always  green  cloth,  with  a green  hat. 
He  eat  oy Iters  twice  a day  throughout  the  year; 
and  rode  to  the  death  of  a flag  when  near 
ninety  years  of  age.

He 
remembered  the  battle  of  Plowden-Field,  which 
was  fought  Sept.  9,  1513,  when  he  was  about 
twelve  years  old.  He  was  then  fent  to  North- 
allerton with  a cart-load  of  arrows,  but  an  older 
boy  was  fent  to  the  army  with  them,^  bows 
and  arrows  being  then  in  ufe.  At  this  time 
King  Henry  VIII.  was  at  Tournay,  in  France. 
At  Ellerton  there  were  alfo  living,  at  the  fame 
time,  four  or  five  old  men,  reputed  to  be  one 
hundred  years  each,  and  they  obferved  that 
Jenkins  was  an  elderly  man,  when  they  firft 
knew  him,  for  he  was  born  in  another  parifh,  and 
before  church  regifters  were  in  ufe.  Jenkins 
was  once  butler  to  Lord  Conyers;  he  per- 
feftly  well  remembered  the  Abbot  of  Foun- 
tain’s- 
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tain’s-Abbey,  before  the  diffolution  of  the  mo- 
nafteries : and  was  the  oldeft  man  born  upon  the 
ruins  of  this  poftdiluvian  world.  In  the  lafl: 
century  of  his  life,  he  was  a fifherman,  and  often 
fwam  in  the  rivers  after  he  had  attained  the 
age  of  one  hundred  years.  His  diet  was 
coarfe  and  four.  In  the  King’s  remembrancer- 
office,  in  the  Exchequer,  there  is  a record  of  a 
depolition  in  a caufe  by  Engliffi  Bill,  between 
Anthony  Clark  and  Smirkfon,  taken,  April 
1665,  at  Kettering,,' yorkffiire,  where  Henry 
Jenkins,  of  Ellerton-upon-Swale,  labourer,  aged 
one  hundred  and  fifty-feven  years,  was  produ- 
ced and  depofed  as  a witnefs.  He  was  buried 
at  Belton,  Yorkffiire.  In  1743,  a monument, 
with  a fuitable  epitaph  infcribed,  was  erehted  to

If  he  Ihould  be  fometimes  thought 
to  have  interwoven  more  beauties  than  the  na- 
ture of  the  fubjefl  would  admit,  we  muft  regard 
his  compofition  as  a plentiful  crop,  where  flowers 
grow  naturally  among  the  corn.  His  natural 
talents  were  affifted  by  a knowledge  of  the  lan- 
guages and  hiftory:  and  he  certainly  furpaffes 
all  men  of  learning,  who  have  not  had  the  gift  of 
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invention.  His  converfation  was  lively,  though 
placid,  and  his  politenefs  was  equal  to  his  wit. 

This  great  author  died,  without  ever  having 
had  any  violent  diforder,  or  felt  any  of  the  ma- 
ladies of  age,  till  he  was  turned  of  ninety;  after 
which  he  was  a little  deaf,  and  his  eyes,  in  fome 
degree,  failed.  The  tranquil  eafe  of  his  temper 
is  thought  to  have  contributed  to  extend  his  life 
to  this  unufual  period.
